BOARD  OF  COMMISSIONERS 


The  Haywood  County  Board  of  Commissioners  is  composed  of  three  commis- 
sioners elected  by  the  citizens  to  establish  County  policies  and  adopt  reso- 
lutions and  ordinances  for  the  various  operations  of  the  County  Government. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Haywood  County  Board  of  Commissioners  also  serves  as  the 
County  Manager.  The  County  Manager  is  responsible  for  the  daily  operations 
of  county  government  and  for  implementing  policies,  resolutions  and  ordinances 
passed  by  the  County  Commissioners. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Commissioners  are  held  on  the  first  and  third 
Mondays  of  each  month  at  10:00  a.m.  in  the  Commissioners  Office  at  the  County 
Courthouse.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the  public  and  citizens  are  encouraged 
to  attend  these  meetings  in  order  to  view  first-hand  their  County  Government 
in  operation.

TAX  SUPERVISOR 


The  Tax  Supervisor's  Office  is  located  in  Room  105  of  the  Haywood 
County  Courthouse.  The  office  employs  seven  people  full-time  and  as  many 
as  twenty-one  on  a part-time  or  temporary  basis  for  tax  listing  purposes. 
Mrs.  Francis  R.  Williams  heads  this  office  which  was  allocated  $31,633.65 
in  County  funds  for  operational  purposes  during  the  current  fiscal  year. 
Other  funds  are  received  from  grants  provided  by  Federal  programs  which  are 
primarily  directed  toward  assisting  in  funding  personnel  requirements. 

The  responsibilities  of  this  office  include  tax  listing,  tax  billing, 
compiling  all  tax  records , issuing  building  permits,  issuing  mobile  home 
permits,  appraising  both  real  and  personal  property,  and  recording  property 
transfers.

TAX  COLLECTOR 


The  Tax  Collector's  Office  is  located  in  the  County  Courthouse  and  is 
headed  by  Mr.  Carl  Setzer.  Office  hours  are  from  8:30  a.m.  until  5:00  p.m. 
Monday  through  Friday.  This  office  operates  entirely  from  County  funds  which 
amounted  to  $43,254.00  according  to  the  Budget  for  fiscal  year  1976-77.  Mr. 
Setzer,  two  full-time  employees  and  one  part-time  employee  staff  the  Tax  Col- 
lector's Office. 

The  Tax  Collector's  Office  is  responsible  for  the  collection  of  all  cur- 
rent and  delinquent  taxes.  This  includes  making  daily  deposits  and  posting 
receipts,  sending  notices  to  unpaid  current  and  delinquent  accounts,  adver- 
tising all  unpaid  real  estate  taxes,  and  making  periodic  delinquent  reports.

AUDITOR'S  OFFICE 


The  Auditor's  Office  is  located  in  Room  101  of  the  County  Courthouse. 
Darrell  H.  Clark  is  the  County  Auditor  and  is  assisted  by  a staff  of  five 
full-time  employees.  During  fiscal  year  1976-77,  $41,560.00  in  County  funds 
were  budgeted  for  the  operations  of  this  office  which  includes  the  following 
duties : 

1.  Maintain  an  accounting  system  designed  to  show  in  detail  the 
amount  of  estimated  revenue  of  each  fund  anticipated  from 
each  source  specified  in  the  budget  ordinance  as  originally 
adopted  and  subsequently  amended,  the  amount  of  revenue  col- 
lected, and  the  uncollected  balance  thereof.  Also,  show  in 
detail  the  amount  appropriated  for  each  category  of  expendi- 
ture in  the  budget  ordinance  as  originally  adopted  and  subse- 
quently amended,  the  amount  expended  and  the  remaining  bal- 
ance thereof. 

2.  Preaudit  all  disbursements. 

3.  Distribute  tax  collections  among  funds  according  to  the  tax 
levy. 

4.  Invest  all  idle  funds. 

5.  Make  daily  deposits  of  monies  received. 

6.  Disburse  all  funds  of  the  County  in  accordance  with  the  budget 
ordinance: 

a.  Match  invoices  with  purchase  orders. 

b.  Inspect  invoices  as  to  mathematical  correctness. 

c.  Write  checks  in  payment  of  invoices  and  countersign 
all  checks. 

d.  Post  payments  to  appropriated  ledger  cards.

REGISTER  OF  DEEDS 


The  Register  of  Deeds  Office  is  located  in  the  County  Courthouse  and 
is  open  from  8:30  a.m.  until  5:00  p.m.  Monday  through  Friday.  The  Office 
employs  three  people  and  Charles  G.  Howell  is  the  Register  of  Deeds.  The 
total  budget  for  the  1976-77  fiscal  year  was  $38,737.00  which  comes  entirely 
from  County  funds. 

The  Register  of  Deeds  Office  is  responsible  for  probating,  recording 
and  indexing  all  deeds,  deeds  of  trust  and  other  allied  papers;  recording 
all  vital  statistics  of  the  County  such  as  births,  deaths  and  marriages; 
and  issuing  marriage  licenses.  The  Office,  however,  is  prohibited  by  law 
from  searching  out  a deed.

SHERIFF'S  DEPARTMENT 


Jack  Arrington  is  the  Sheriff  of  Haywood  County.  His  offices  are  in  the 
Courthouse  as  is  the  County  Jail.  During  fiscal  year  1976-77,  this  Department 
received  $155,033.00  in  County  funds;  the  Jail  received  $54,060.00  in  County 
funds  and  the  Detective  Agency  received  $109,656.00.  Thus,  during  this  time, 
law  enforcement  received  $318,749.00  in  County  funds. 

The  Sheriff's  Department  has  twenty-five  full-time  employees  and  five 
part-time  employees.  There  are  ten  patrol  cars  and  sixteen  emergency  vehicles 
in  use.  As  an  example  of  what  the  Sheriff's  Department  is  faced  with,  the  fol- 
lowing statistics  are  provided:

The  County  Attorney  is  Mr.  Leon  M.  Killian,  III.  He  is  charged  with 
advising  the  Board  of  Commissioners  on  legal  matters  and  with  handling  County 
legal  matters  in  general  such  as  mught  arise  in  tax  matters,  registering  of 
deeds,  law  enforcement  matters  and  bond  issues. 

The  County  Attorney  is  appointed  by  the  County  Commissioners  and  received 
$4,629.00  in  County  funds  during  fiscal  year  1976-77.  Mr.  Killian's  office  is 
located  in  Waynesville  at  273  North  Main  Street. 
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SOCIAL  SERVICES 


The  Haywood  County  Department  of  Social  Services  is  a multi-faceted 
organization  headquartered  on  Asheville  Road  outside  of  Waynesville.  Mr. 
James  Berdine  heads  the  Department  which  also  administers  programs  located 
elsewhere  such  as  the  Child  Development  Day  Care  Centers  and  the  Food  Stamp 
Office. 

During  budget  year  1976-77,  Social  Services  was  budgeted  for  $675,196 
in  County  funds.  Over  forty-five  people  are  employed  by  this  Department  to 
fulfill  its  many  duties  and  responsibilities.  Office  hours  are  from  8:30  a. 
until  5:00  p.m.  Monday  through  Friday. 

The  Department  is  responsible  for  administering  the  four  basic  cate- 
gories of  public  assistance  programs  as  follows: 

1.  Aid  to  Families  With  Dependent  Children 

2.  Food  Stamps 

3.  Medicaid 

4.  Special  Assistance  for  Adults

HAYWOOD  COUNTY  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 


The  Haywood  County  Health  Department  is  directed  by  Dr.  R.  Stuart 
Roberson,  M.  D. , and  is  located  at  2216  Asheville  Road  just  outside  of 
Waynesville.  The  Department  is  open  Monday  through  Friday  from  8:00  a.m. 
to  5:00  p.m. 

During  fiscal  year  1976-77,  the  Health  Department  received  $328,320.52 
in  County  funds.  Over  $69,014.00  in  funds  from  other  sources  were  handled 
by  the  Department.  The  Department  is  regulated  by  a nine-member  County 
Board  of  Health  which  is  made  up  of  a member  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
and  eight  other  Haywood  County  citizens  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners. These  members  must  include  one  physician,  one  dentist,  one  pharm- 
acist and  five  other  interested  County  citizens.

HAYWOOD  COUNTY  HOSPITAL 


The  Haywood  County  Hospital  is  located  in  Waynes vi lie  at  1615  North  Main 
Street.  Mr.  R.  M.  Gantt,  Jr.  is  the  Hospital's  Administrator.  The  County 
provides  no  direct  financial  support  to  the  Hospital  which  operates  on  a self- 
supporting  basis  as  a short-term  acute  care  hospital.  The  Hospital  has  re- 
ceived funds  from  the  Duke  Endowment  in  the  past.  Four  hundred  and  twenty 

people  are  employed  at  the  Hospital  and  there  are  as  many  as  eighty  volunteers

who  assist  in  the  Hospital's  operations. 

A new  Hospital  is  presently  being  built  off  Jones  Cove  Road.  The  new 
Hospital  will  replace  the  Waynesville  facility  in  the  not  too  distant  future.

HAYWOOD  COUNTY  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


The  Haywood  County  Ambulance  Service  is  charged  with  the  responsibi 1 i ty 
of  transporting  sick  or  injured  citizens  to  a medical  facility.  Mr.  Harry 
Crawford  is  the  Supervisor  of  this  operation.  The  Service  maintains  two 
locations  in  the  County;  one  in  Hazelwood  and  the  other  on  Penland  Street 
in  Canton.  They  operate  twenty-four  hours  per  day,  seven  days  per  week. 

During  fiscal  year  1976-77,  the  Ambulance  Service  received  $93,529.00 
in  County  funds.  The  Service  maintains  four  ambulances  equipped  for  emergen- 
cies and  has  a staff  of  nine  people.

BOARD  OF  ELECTIONS 


The  Haywood  County  Board  of  Elections  is  located  in  Room  203  in  the 
County  Courthouse.  Mr.  Thomas  A.  Garrett  is  the  Chairman  of  the  Elections 
Board  which  consists  of  three  members  and  a Supervisor  of  Elections. 

In  addition  to  Mr.  Garrett,  Mr.  Lee  Mathews  and  Mr.  Tom  Hart  serve  on  this 
Board.  Mrs.  Jackie  Caldwell  is  the  Supervisor  of  Elections  and  Secretary 
to  the  Board. 

Office  hours  are  from  8:30  a.m.  until  5:00  p.m.  Monday  through

Friday.  There  is  one  full-time  employee  and  one  part-time  employee.  This 
Board  is  charged  with  conducting  elections  for  all  County,  State,  and 
Federal  offices  and  with  registering  people  to  vote.  Last  year,  four 
elections  were  conducted  --  presidential,  first  primary,  second  primary 
and  the  general  election.  During  Fiscal  Year  1976-77,  $36,854.00  in 
County  funds  were  budgeted  for  the  operations  of  the  Board  of  Elections.

BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 


Dr.  Daniel  Todd  is  the  Superintendent  of  the  Haywood  County  School  Sys- 
tem. His  offices  are  in  the  Board  of  Education  Building  immediately  behind 
the  Courthouse.  Hours  of  operation  are  from  8:30  a.m.  until  5:00  p.m.  Monday 
through  Friday.  During  the  1976-77  budget  year,  $2,014,049.00  were  allocated 
for  educational  purposes.  This  represents  25.01  percent  of  the  total  funds 
available  to  the  County.  The  school  system  receives  funds  from  the  County 
and  also  from  State  and  Federal  sources. 

Approximately  9,000  students  reported  to  their  schools  on  opening  day 
in  1977.  They  were  met  by  more  than  500  teachers  and  administrators  who  are 
employees  of  the  school  system.  There  are  two  high  schools,  two  junior  high 
schools,  and  thirteen  elementary  schools  in  the  County.  The  Board  of  Educa- 
tion also  maintains  school  buses  and  is  involved  in  a multitude  of  school 
related  support  activities  including  food  storage  and  handling. 

The  Board  of  Education  is  a citizens  group  elected  to  office  by  the 
people  of  Haywood  County.  Mr.  Robert  A.  Cathey  is  Chairman  of  the  Board.

AGRICULTURAL  EXTENSION  SERVICE 


The  Agricultural  Extension  Agent  is  Mr.  Eugene  McCall.  His  office  is 
in  the  Federal  Building  (Post  Office  Building)  on  South  Haywood  Street  in 
Waynes vi lie.  The  telephone  number  is  456-5691.  Office  hours  are  from  8:30 
a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.  Monday  through  Friday.  The  Extension  Service  was  budgeted 
for  $53,781.00  during  fiscal  year  1976-77  from  County  funds  and  receives  addi 
tional  funds  from  the  State  and  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  The 
Service  employs  eleven  people,  although  others  become  involved  with  this  De- 
partment through  such  things  as  the  4-H  Program. 

The  primary  functions  of  the  Extension  Service  include  furnishing  techni 
cal  information  on  agricultural  matters,  providing  leadership  for  developing 
youth  programs,  providing  expertise  on  agricultural  enterprises,  and  develop- 
ing home  economics  programs.

VETERANS  SERVICE  OFFICER 


Mr.  Charles  D.  Lance,  Veterans  Service  Officer,  provides  a variety  of 
services  to  veterans  and  their  dependents  in  Haywood  County.  These  services 
include  assistance  in  establishing  eligibility  for  Veterans  Administration 
benefits  such  as  pensions,  hospitalization,  education  and  other  forms  of  com- 
pensation. 

The  Veterans  Service  Officer  is  located  in  the  Courthouse  (Room  108)  on 
Monday,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  from  9:00  a.m.  to  4:00  p.m.  On  Thursday  and 
Friday,  Mr.  Lance  is  located  in  the  court  room  of  the  Municipal  Building  in 
Canton  from  9:00  a.m.  to  2:00  p.m.  After  hours  visits  are  provided  for 
those  who  cannot  come  to  one  of  these  locations. 

This  office  was  established  by  the  County  Commissioners  to  assist  vete- 
rans and  their  dependents.  The  office  received  $6,439.11  from  the  County 
during  fiscal  year  1976-77  and  $1,000.00  from  the  State  of  North  Carolina, 
Division  of  Veterans  Affairs.

SOLID  WASTE  AND  MAINTENANCE 


There  are  one  hundred  seventeen  trash  receptacles  or  "Green  Boxes"  dis- 
tributed at  strategic  locations  through  the  County.  These  receptacles  are 
emptied  on  a regularly  scheduled  basis  by  the  ten  County  employees  who  use 
four  County-owned  trucks.  Trash  is  taken  to  the  County  landfill  which  is 
located  off  the  Old  Asheville  Highway  outside  of  Waynesville.  The  landfill 
is  open  for  dumping  from  6:00  a.m.  until  4:00  p.m.  Monday  through  Friday 
and  from  6:00  a.m.  until  11:00  a.m,  on  Saturday. 

The  landfill  operation  was  budgeted  $116,581.00  in  County  funds  during 
fiscal  year  1976-77.  This  amount,  along  with  County  expenditures  for  main- 
tenance of  its  fleet  of  vehicles,  was  1.98  percent  of  County  expenses  during 
budget  year  1976-77.  The  maintenance  operation  is  located  in  Hazelwood  and 
is  charged  with  taking  care  of  all  County-owned  equipment. 
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RECREATION  AND  LEISURE  SERVICES 


The  newest  department  within  the  Haywood  County  government  is  the 
Department  of  Recreation  and  Leisure  Services.  This  Department  is  headed 
by  Mr.  David  R.  Leatherwood  whose  office  is  located  in  the  County  Health 
Department  Building  on  the  Old  Asheville  Road  just  outside  of  Waynesville. 
Office  hours  are  from  8:30  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.  Monday  through  Friday.  The 

primary  function  of  the  Department  is  to  provide  recreational  opportunities

to  all  citizens  on  a County-wide  basis.  Mr.  Leatherwood  operated  in  coope- 
ration with  the  Waynesville  and  Canton  Recreation  Departments,  but  the 
County  Department  is  a separate  organization  designed  to  more  equitably 
distribute  recreational  opportunities  in  the  County.

COUNTY  LIBRARY 


The  County  Library  System  consists  of  a Main  Library  at  402  South  Haywood 
Street  in  Waynes vi lie,  a branch  facility  at  36  Park  Street  in  Canton,  a book- 
mobile and  nine  libraries  in  Fines  Creek,  Maggie,  Crabtree,  Cruso  and  Bethel. 
The  head  of  this  library  system  is  Katherine  Armitage  whose  office  is  at  the 
Main  Library  in  Waynesville.  During  fiscal  year  1976-77,  $237,690.00  was  bug- 
geted  for  the  County  Library  and  Library  Outreach  Program.  Additional  funds

are  received  from  State  sources. 

The  Library  employs  fifteen  full-time,  county-paid  employees;  one  part- 
time,  county-paid  employee;  one  full-time  and  one  part-time  employee  paid 
from  State  funds;  three  PACE  workers;  and  four  others  paid  from  non-county 
funds.  The  Library's  operating  hours  are  as  follows:

HAYWOOD  TECHNICAL  INSTITUTE 


Haywood  Technical  Institute  is  supported  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners, 
the  North  Carolina  Department  of  Community  Colleges  and  the  North  Carolina 
Board  of  Nursing.  The  Institute's  objectives  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  provide  relatively  inexpensive,  nearby  educational  opportuni- 
ties. 

2.  To  provide  technical  programs  preparing  students  for  employment 
in  industry,  agriculture,  business  and  service  occupations. 

3.  To  provide  vocational  programs  preparing  students  for  employment 
in  specific  occupations. 

4.  To  provide  programs  in  basic  or  continuing  education  for  adults 
to  meet  vocational,  industrial,  general  and  service  needs  of 
the  community. 

HTI  received  $245,000.00  in  County  funds  during  budget  year  1976-77.  It 
is  governed  by  a Board  of  Trustees  made  up  of  citizens  of  Haywood  County.  Mr. 
Joe  Nanney  is  the  President  of  HTI  while  Mr.  Ben  T.  Price  is  the  Business 
Manager.  The  staff  of  HTI  consists  of  approximately  eighty-eight  people  and 
is  fully  accredited  by  the  North  Carolina  Department  of  Community  Colleges 
and  by  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools. 


FIRE  MARSHALL 


Mr.  Noland  Palmer  serves  as  the  County  Fire  Marshall.  At  present,  this 
is  not  a full-time  position  as  Mr.  Palmer  also  serves  as  a tax  appraiser  in 
the  Tax  Supervisor's  Office.  The  Fire  Marshall's  duties  rest  primarily  in 
advising  the  County  Commissioners  and  in  supporting  efforts  to  expand  or  en- 
hance fire  protection  in  the  County.

CIVIL  PREPAREDNESS 


Mr.  James  W.  Reed,  Jr.  is  the  coordinator  for  Civil  Preparedness  in 
Haywood  County.

The  duties  of  this  office  are  to  provide  safety  information  and  to 
provide  direction  to  County-wide  efforts  in  time  of  natural  disasters,  man- 
made  disasters  or  other  threats  to  the  safety  and  welfare  of  the  citizens 
of  Haywood  County.

MENTAL  HEALTH 


The  Smoky  Mountain  Mental  Health  Center  is  located  in  Hazelwood  at  604 
Balsam  Road.  Dr.  Ben  Monroe  and  Dr.  William  Roll  head  this  agency  which  pro- 
vides mental  health  services  to  the  residents  of  Haywood  County.  Twenty-six 
full-time  employees  work  at  the  Center  which  received  $53,744.00  in  County 
funds  during  fiscal  year  1977-78.
